The average for March on 
week days was 487,069, on Sundays, 76,277.

Report of the Waterways 
Commission. 





MISSISSIPPI LOSES 


Railroads and Cotton Com- 
press Cause of Passing of 
Steamboat Era. 





WASHINGTON, May 1.—Few per- 
sons, perhaps, realize that the traffic 
movement on the lower Mississippi Riv- 
er, once so tremendous, has so ma- 
terially declined in recent years that 
the supremacy once enjoyed by that 
great stream has been transferred to 
the Ohio River and that, therefore, 
Pittsburg rather than either St. Louis 
or New Orleans, is today the most’ im- 
portant river point in America. 

These and other interesting facts are 
gieaned from the “Appendix’’ to the 
preliminary report of the Inland Water- 
ways Cemmission. The report itself was 
made public recently, but the “Appen- 
dix,’’ which has just came off the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office presses, was 
made public today. The greater por- 
tion of the data contained in it was pre- 
pared under the direction of Herbert 
Knox Smith, Commissioner of the Bu- 
reau of Corporations. 

It is shown that the lower Mississip- 
pi, which always has been recognized 
4s of greater commercial importance 
than the upper part, still. retains this 
relative importance. Among the im- 
portant factors in the decline of traffic 
en the lower Mississippi may be men- 
tioned that formerly large quantities of 
wheat, corn and oats were sent down 
the river from St. Louis and other 
points to New Orleans, but the building 
of railroads through Nebraska, Kansas 
‘and Oklahoma te the Gulf, together 
with the lack of attention to river im- 
provements, has operated against the 
shipment of grain down the Mississippi. 


The Cotton Compress, 
This has resulted in the gradual dis- 
appearance in the last 15 years of many 


er Mississippi from sharp railroad com- 
petition and other causes, 

Another important cause for this de- 
cline has been the introduction of the 
cotton compress, resulting in the over- 
turning of the old system of handling 
cotton by river. Formerly the only cot- 
ton cofmpresses were located at import- 
ant centers, such as Memphis, Vicks- 
burg and New Orleans, but now any 
town ‘of slight fmportance has its own 
lcompfess and excellent facilities for re- 
ceiving and shipping bales of cotton by 
rail. -; 

The report declares that the develop- 
ment of river traffic is hindered in many 
ways by the railroads. At some import- 
ant points on the Ohio River they have 
gained control of mitch of the land 
available for terminal facilities. One of 
the serious difficulties for lines operat- 
ing on the Ohio and its tributaries 1s 
thé matter ef excessive wharfage 
The packet lines charge that 
it is a commen practice for little towns 
along the river to levy charges which 
in some instances run from ene-fourth 
to one-third of the net profits of the 
boats. 

Beat Rates Are Lower. 

Boat lines, as a rule, make 
rates than those of rail carriers.

must now quote their ewn rate to the 
point where they connect with the rail- 
road and then @dd the local tariff rate 
of the railroad from that point to des- 
tination. This loss of prorating ar- 
angements has seriously affected the 
packet lines and has practically ruined 
the traffic in horseshees, cotton ties, far 
iron, wire nails, staples, etc., in ship- 
ments to the South and West, where 
formerly the river freight was heavy. 
A significant feature of the report is 
that dealing with “railroad ‘control of 
river traffic and private canals.” A 
number of packet lines engaged in busi- 
ness on the’ Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries are mentiened as showing “traces 
yef railroad influences.’’ Several private 
canals are also mentioned as being dom- 
inated’ by rallread influences. 


Canals Cost Millions. 

In this connéctien the report strik- 
ingly shows:the extent to which State 
and private canals have been aban- 
doned, the total mileage abandoned to 
date being 2444.26 miles, representing a 
cost approximated at $81,171,374. Among 
the more important causes fer this 
wholesale abandonment ef canals are 
the inability of seme canals to compete 
with modern railroads and the misman- 
agement of other canals, together with 
a popular impression that such systems 
of public werks have done more harm 
than good, and, finally, a belief that 
the chief meang of internal communica- 
tion was not to be water, but rail. 

In discussing the relation of water 
transportation te railread rates, the 
report says: “It has. been claimed that 
water transportation is a safeguard 
against exorbitant charges by railreads 
ui through large sections of the country. 
It is undoubtedly true, at any rate, that 
water competition is a potent cause of 
local discrimination in railroad rates,” 

It is pointed out that the importance 





ly upon whether it is by canal, 
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sides by railroads epetating long trains 
over grades at the least possible cost. 
River steamers can still underbid the 
railroads to come extent on local traf- 
fic, but they are at a disadvantage in 
loading or terminal expenses, and in 
insurance or risk, as well as On 4c~- 
count of the rise and fall in the river. 
It is claimed that the railroads take 
traffic at unduly low rates along the 
river and at competitive points general- 
ly, and recoup themselves by high 
charges at non-competitive points. 


Rates Less Than Costs, 
The serious declaration is made that 


in many cases railroads are probably 
carrying goods at less than cost for the 
purpose of shutting out water competi- 
tion. “It is evident that in such cases 
an increase in the rail rate would be 
an advantage to all concerned,”’ it is de- 
clared, “for it would restore certain 
bulky traffic to the waterways, where 
it economically ‘belongs, and leave the 
railway equipment available for traf- 
fic properly moving by land, and at the 
same time making possible a reduction 
of other railgrates by cutting off busti- 
ness done ata loss and by increasing 
the volume of profitable business. 

“Nor should the railways fear the res- 
toration of water traffic to this extent, 
for the history of water transportation 
shows that it frequently makes traffic 
for the railroads more than sufficient 
to make up for the apparent loss ef 
business.,”’

Uncle Sam Getting Ready to 
Collect From Missouri, So 
Search Is On.

It Is All Because President 
Jackson Had Surplus, 
Not a Deficit. 





Congressman Murdock, who hails from 
Kansas, has introduced a bill in the 
lower House of Congress which seeks 
to collect $28,000,000, due the United 
States Government from 26 states. 

Missouri, according to the Murdock 
measure, owes the Government $382,000 

How this amount is to be paid if this 
bill passes is a question that is giving 
officials at Jefferson City some serious 
concern. First of all, there is no record 
of any kind in the State archives that | 
the United Sfates Government, or any 
other government, has any claim of 
this kind against Missouri. According- 
ly, Uncle Sam will not only have to 
show Missouri that this amount is due, 
but may have to attach something to 
satisfy the claim, once it is estab- 
lished. 

Just now Missourl needs money badly. 
The old commonwealth has outgrown 
its tax rate, and revenue producing 
plans are the order of the day with the 
officers who have to run the affairs of 
State government, and avoid deficien- 
cies. Every department is clamoring 
for more money, and some of them are 
in debt, having found it necessary to 
go beyond the appropriations allowed 
by the last session of the General As- 
sembly. 

Now, when Missouri its in the hole 
financially, comes the hint 1rom Wash- 


lington fo pay up, and, what ts worse 


still, no one in authority’ seems to have 
a very clear idea of the justice or in- 
justice of the claim. The Murdock bill 
discloses some interesting history of 
the financial methods followed in the 
earlier days of the Federal Government. 


Back to Days of Jackson, 

Away back in the days of Andrew 
Jackson the Government found itself 
in possession of a surplus, which seem- 
ingly gave “Old Hickory” and his Cab- 
inet some alarm. It came from the 
sale of Government lands and was run- 
ning up at the rate of about $9,000,000 a 
year. When the legislative end of Pres- 
ident Jackson’s administration took the 
matter in hand the amount was in ex- 
cess of $28,000,000, and the foremost ex- 
ponents of governmental policy weighed 
carefully the plans suggested to get rid 


gresses, no s’anama canals and 0»no 
greedy railroad promoters to come to 
the Government’s rescue and take pos- 
session of this surplus. 

John C. Calhoun was then in the Sen- 
ate. and at the head of the committee 
which had to find a way to keep this 
money tn circulation, rather than have 
it stowed away in the treasury subcellar. 
He proposed that the money be divided 
into as many shares as there were sen- 
ators and representatives, adding two 
for each territory and the District of 
Columia, and that the portions be al- 
lotted the states and territories on that 
basis. 

This was in 1835, when Missouri, 
though young in years, was in prime 
condition and admirably represented in 
Washington. Thomas Hart Benton was 
there as Missouri’s Senator and he 
strongly objected to the Calhoun plan of 
dividing the surplus among the states 
and territories, holding that the money 
should be expended for the national 
defenses. There was a long debate and 
much division of sentiment expressed, 
but no action was taken until a year 
later, when the Senate passed a bill em- 
}bodying the principal features of the 
Calhoun act. This was urged by both 
Clay and Webster. 


Then a Compromise. 

When the measure reached the House 
there was vigorous objection to this plan 
of relieving the treasury surplus. The 
representatives might have shared jhe 
Senate view that the surplus was a 
menace to the well being of the Gov- 
ernment, but they did not favor the plan 
of handing it out as a gift to the states 
and territories, then making up the 
union, There was a long controversy 
and then came a compromise act, which 
met with the executive approval. 

This specified that the surplus reve- 
nue, instead of being handed over to the 
states should be loaned to them without 
interest; the shares of each to be de- 
termined by the size of its representa- 
tion in Congress. It was termed a de- 
posit with the states, t§ be returned 
on demand. Only, three installments, 
amounting to about $28,000,000, were paid 
to the states up to 1839, when Congress 
passed an act suspending the deposit 
system. 

The bill, however, did not require the 
states to return the deposits on the 
taking effect of the law, but on the 
contrary, provilGed that the amounts 
previously placed with the states be 
retained in their custody until such 
time as Congress directed otherwise. In 
other words, the states were told to 
hold on to the deposits until such time 
as they were told to come in and settle. 

Mr. Murdock believes that the time 
has come for the states‘ to liquidate 
their indebtedness to the Government, 
and hence his bill, which asks an ac- 
counting of the 26 commonwealths fa- 
vored in such a princely manner by the 
general Government in the heyday of 
its prosperity.

THE SUBMISSION REPORT. | 

Two amendments to the submission seaabotson 
have,been reported to the Senate by the Commit- 
tee on Constitutional Amendments. One recom- 
mends a tax rider providing for an increase of 34 
cents in the State tax rate and the doubling of 
the rates now allowed cities and counties. The 
other amendment eliminates the date upon 
which prohibition shall go into effect. 

The tax rider provides for revenue in lieu of 
that which will be lost in the event of a prohibi- 
tion victory. Voters will cast their ballots with 
a full knowledge of the necessary increase in or- 
dinary taxation. The general belief among the 
prohibitionists and their opponents is that an 
amendment of this kind would be defeated, al- 
though the necessity and propriety of the tax rid- 
er is admitted by intelligent men representing 
both sides of the question. 

The defeat of submission is foreshadowed by 
The prohibition forces, 
divided in the beginning on the question of sub- 
mission, have practically abandoned the struggle, 
The Senate would be wise and would satisfy an 


loverwhelming sentiment if it should defeat the 


resolution by a straight vote and place the con- 
victions of the majority on record. This action 
would conserve the interests of the State at this 
time. It would immediately relieve the State 
of the menace of q disastrous campaign. 

If, with the defeat of the submission resolu- 
tion the Legislature should pass at least the resi- 
dential district bill and a bill licensing clubs, it 
would make a start in the direction of better reg- 
ulation. It would be a good beginning of a cam- 
paign which must be intelligently conducted to 
gave the large cities of the State from the blight 
of prohibition. The essential step to this end is 
the devising and enforcing of thorough regulation 
laws.

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A GRAND PERHAPS. 

If the planet Mars is really inhabited com- 
munication, if ever established, will be achieved 
rather by psychic than by physical means. 

It is generally acknowledged even by the most 
thoroughgoing materialists among physical sci- 
entists that there are latent, or perhaps dormant, 
powers of the soul of man which. now reveal 
themselves occasionally in minds which we are 
accustomed to call abnormal. But it is possible 
that these powers are themselves perfectly na- 
tural and normal and will be unfolded quite as 
a matter of course in the ordinary normal de- 
velopment of the human mind. 

We know that telepathy is something more 
than a word. We know that communications 
have, in fact, passed between persons widely sep- 
arated in space. Such cases are rare, but there 
is no reason to believe they are beyond the power 
of all minds in a higher stage of development. 
When the race as a whole reaches that stage is it 
unscientific to believe that telepathic communica- 
tion will become as common as articulate speech, 
or the telephone, or the wireless telegraphy? 

Communication by physical means is subject 
to the limitations of space which can never be 
overcome. But the mind in these higher or, let 
us say, more mature states appears to be liber- 
ated from spatial restrictions. Mind to mind 
speaks across a gulf which cannot be bridged 
by any material structure. There is no here nor 
there. 

It follows that the people of Texas had better 
wait a while before financing Prof. Pickering. 
If we want to be neighborly with the Martians 
we can perhaps become so, but it will not be by 
any system of wig-wag or beacon lights. We 
must wait until we grow up to our full mental 
or spiritual stature.

Maximilian Harden, the brilliant editer of the 
Zukunft of Berlin, publishes an imaginary con- 
versation between Count Tolstoi and John D. 
Rockefeller, in which the American oil king gets 
the best of the argument.

Mr. Rockefeller is made to say that “God 
Himself could not make room for the great with- 
out Itmiting the space of the small.”

The logic of it is, that if the great man 
wants more room he is divinely commissioned to 
take it from the small man. In this the imag- 
inary Rockefeller speaks strictly in the character 
of the man as we know him. 

Defending himself from the charge of all man- 
ner of wickedness which the saint aims at him, 
Mr. Rockefeller says:

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PORTO RICO’S GRIEVANCES. 

Three commissioners appointed by the House 
of Delegates of Porto Rico have presented to 
Congress a terrible arraignment of the plan of 
insular government. In form the brief is impec- 
cable, in logic it is incisive and convincing, and 
in tone it is modest and temperete, but it is 
nevertheless a harsh record of broken promises 
and disappointed hopes. 

It is entitled an appeal from the “representa- 
tives of a people in servitude” to “the represen- 
tatives of a free people,” and the question it asks 
is whether the great principles of freedom are 
untrue, or is it true that “one million souls are 
living in Porto Rico in an unbearable state of 
tyranny, under the folds of the American flag?” 

It is a humiliating confession that the Porto 
Rican commissioners prove the latter. 

Gen. Miles, who commanded the “army of oc- 
cupation;” President McKinley, who sent mes- 
sages to Congress, and the representatives of this 
Government who negotiated the treaty of Paris 
were the makers of the promises broken. In 
general those promises were to “bestow the im- 
mitinities and blessings of the liberal institutions 
of the United States” upon the Porto Ricans. The 
Spanish commissioners, seeking to preserve to 
their former subjects the rights of citizenship in 
the treaty, were told that the American ‘“Con- 
gress had never enacted laws to oppress. or 
abridge the rights of residents within its do- 
mains.” 

Probably Congress never had at that time. But 
the cold facts are that we took Porto Rico when 
it was enjoying autonomous government, with a 
representation of three senators and 16 represen- 
tatives in the Spanish Cortes, and gave it noth- 
ing in return. We replaced its insular Legislature 
of 32 representatives, chosen by popular vote, 
and 15 senators, of whom only seven were ap- 
pointed by the King, with one whose upper house 
—known as the Executive Council—has 11 mem- 
bers, of whom five must be Porto Ricans and 
six have always been Americans. 

These six are the secretaries of the executive 
departments. They form“an autocracy which 
dominates legislation and controls exécution of 
the laws ‘as well—a system abhorrent to liberty 
and the spirit of American institutions. It is a 
vicious s}stem and is to be excused only by the 
plea that the plan was temporary. But it has 

n in force nine years. 

* This is the manner in which we have treated 
a people who enjoyed autonomous government 
from 1810 to 1897, who voluntarily abolished 
slavery in 1873, who gave to Spain one President 
of Parliament, many generals and many distin- 
guished statesmen and jurists. The fitness of 
Porto Rico for self-government was proved by 
87 years of peace in its enjoyment. Of the prom- 
ised blessings they have had no taste. They are 
in reality ruled by six Americans and in the 
manner six foreigners would be expected to rule. 
They pay taxes, but have no voice worth men- 
tioning in their expenditures. They see their 
properties loaded with easements in the form of 
franchises. No matter how their elections go, 
or which party wins, the rule of the six does not 
change. They are a “people in servitude.” 
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John D. Rockefeller, who is nudging 70 years, 
climbed two miles up to the summit of Warm 
Spring Mountain in Virginia, carrying hig 6- 
year-old grandchild. Edward Payson Weston, 
who is 71 years old, is walking across the con- 
tinent and has completed 1400 miles of the jour- 
ney. One has untold millions of money; the 
other is poor. Both have what those who serve 
in sedéntary city employments will never have, 
trained legs, sound hearts and big lungs which 
hold away age and make pleasant the final days 
of life.

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COUNTING THE COST.

There are assurances of Industrial and commercia! 
revival; and yet the ranks of the unemployed are 
full and the bread line forms daily with sinister reg- 
ularity. Prosperity is here and ‘prosperity is there, 
we are told, but on all sides appear the idle and the 
desperate. How to account for these conditions has 
perplexed many a benevolent mind,-.and one result 
of the problem is to be a State inquiry under the 
authority of the New York Legislature. 

Most of our periods of panic and depression have 
proceeded from financial and economic causes. 80 
far as these were operative in the prostration of 
1907, restoration is’ well under way. If no other 
reason for existing hardship could be found it would 
be difficult to account for the unemployed, but if 
it shall appear that the disturbance of the last two 
years was due in considerable measure to other 
causes the situation may easily be explained. 

A severe morality has been dominant here for some 
years. Whatever its basic motives or inspiration 
may have been, its effects upon the estates and the 
employment of great numbers of people have been 
absolutely destructive. Occupations, social customs 
and business practices long approved or tolerated 
have been interdicted with an austerity rarely man- 
ifested except in the presence of recognized crime. 
When public sentiment with respect to these things 
changes in a day from one of sanction to one of 
positive hostility we need not be surprised to find 
some painful results reflected in social and economic 
conditions. 

Prohibition of the manufacture and sale of intox- 
icants is sweeping over the country. Property to 
the value of hundreds of millions has been destroyed 
by a majority vote and by a stroke of a pen. Thou- 
sands of people have been thrown out of work and 
business. When the rage against the buccaneers of 
finance was flercest, hasty legislation, most of it 
well intended, but misdirected, cast a biight upon 
railroad investments and deprived many thousands 
of work. Thé courts have nullified or modified many 
of these laws, but it is estimated tliat their cost 
to the legitimate railroad interest has not been less] 
than $300,000,000. 

It is true that desperate evils call for desperate 
remedies; it is true that wrongs on every_hand cry 
out for redress; it is true that progress and reforma- 
tion are ever attended by sacrifice and suffering. 
Is it not equally plain, however, that if we. do not 
count the cost beforehand we assuredly must do 
so in restrospect? If we hurriedly and blunderingly 
attempt too much we are in imminent danger not 
only of remorse, but, what is worse, of reaction. We 
may well doubt whether to make a solitude and call 
it reform is exactly the right way to go about It.

He cannot employ 
spellbinders to go on the stump and 
stir to aetion the red corpuscles in the 
‘political blood of the “‘dear peepul.” 


A candidate for the United States 
Senate in Wisconsin spent more than 
$100,000 in a recent campaign, another 
spent $50,000, and a third, known as & 
‘poor man’s candidate,’ spent $12,000. 
A candidate for judge in Milwaukee 
County spent $1500 for display newspa- 
per advertising. The provisions of the 
corrupt practices act of the new Mil- 
waukee charter are designed to prevent 
such expenditures. 

Such profligacy in the expenditure 
of good money for office was abso- 
lutely appalling to the Milwaukee 
Charter Convention, congposed of 17 
citizens elected a year ago to write 
anew the organic law of the city. The 
members of the convention set them- 
selves to work on a plan to prevent 
such practices, and their views are 
embodied in the draft of the new 
charter, now pending before the Leg- 
islature of Wisconsin. 


The non-partisan election law is 
something of a novelty in municipal 
government, although the new Bos- 
ton Charter contains somewhat sim- 
ilar provisions. In! Milwaukee there 
are three parties almost equally 
strong—Republican, Democratic and 
Socialist. The new Charter provides 
for a municipal primary at which any 
number of persons may seek nomin- 
ations, not as representatives of any 
party, but as individuals. 

Only Two Candidates, 


The two candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes in the pri- 
mary for each office. are declared to 
be the candidates who will go before 
the people for election. There cannot 
be more than two candidates for each 
office on the general election ticket, 
‘and these two are not party repre- 
sentatives, but non-partisan. The new 
Charter prohibits a third candidate. 


It was the theory of the Charter 
makers that politicians, or conspir- 
ators against the public good, might 
bring out a third candidate to take 


representing the people, in order to 
elect a candidate allied with or con- 
trolled by special interests. 


Another feature of the Charter pro- 
vides for home rule and the widest 
possible use of the initiative, refer- 
endum and recall. The provisions of 
the Charter can be changed or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
people. City officials who fail or 
neglect to do their duty as their con- 
stituents think they “should are sub- 
ject to recall. The people take into 
their own hands some of the legislat- 
ive powers, under the initiative pro- 
vision submitting to a vote of the 
people any measure petitioned for by 
16"per cent of the electors. ©

Ten Members Will Devote 
Long Time to Revising Stat- 
utes if Measure Passes. 








EXPENSES $350 A_ DAY 


Eight Clerks at $5 a Day Pro- 
vided For in Enactment 
Agreed Upon. 








JEFFERSON CITY, May 1.—Repub- 
lican and Democratic leaders hav® 
agreed to pass a bill providing for the 
employment for an indefinite period of 
14 members of the General Assembly at 
$10 a day each, to assist. the present 
corps of legal experts in the revision 
of the statutes. It is proposed, also, to 
hire eight clerks at $ a day to run Cl 
rands for the $70-a-week revisionists. 

If approved by the Legislature, this 
bill may add more than $100,000 to the 
State payroll, as the work of revision 
probably will not be completed unti! 
next January or Februray. 

According to the plan now in contem- 
plation, the help taken from the ranks 
of the members will be divided equally 
between the Republicans and Demo- 
crats.. In this way, the political chiefs 
figure, the measure can be _ enacted 
‘without serious opposition. 

Expenses Near $250 a Day. 

Unless this arrangement is upset, the 
State will be required to pay to the 
lawyers-in salaries alone $200 a day; to 
the clerks $40, while the expenses wil} 
amount to at least '$100 daily. The cost 
of printing the statutes, after they have* 
been revised and compiled will exceed 
$100,000. 

One of the best-posted men in the 
State on revision of the statutes, told 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent that five 
lawyers were plenty to complete the 
task of revision. He said that if an in- 
quiry was made it would be shown that 
20 lawyers, including the legislators and 
the six lawyers already employed, will 
not be able to find enough work to 
keep them busy. 

While the General Assembly has been 
holding down appropriations for State 
educational institutions, the expense in- 
cident to the cost of the Legislature to 
the taxpayers of the State is growing 
larger every da--. 

More than $175,000 has been expended 
for clerical salaries and yet members 
Say that not more than half of the 
clerks have even been required to re- 
port for duty. 

It is possible the new bill to assure 
comfortable berths for influential mem- 
bers will be opposed on the greund that 
the State Constitution forbids the pay- 
ment of more than $ a day to a Legisla- 
tor. 

Advocates of the projected measure 
answer this with the statement that the 
State has a right to pay a legislator off 
legislative duty as much as it pleases 
for his services. 

Much Work on Hand. 

With only:10 working days remaining. 
accepting May 15 as the probable time of 
sine die adjournment, the General As- 
Seinbly will have to work rapidly to 
complete the important legislation now 
in hand. 

Several important measures, which 
have been slumbering in committee, 
came to light during the past few days. 

Two administration measures, the re- 
vised oil inspection bill and the distilled 
liquor inspection bill have passed the 
Hiouse. There was no opposition to eith- 
er measure. 

New .Coal. Oil -Bill Amendcd’ 

The new oll inspéction bill is expected 
to produce considerable revenue. It wil] 
throw about a hundred oil inspectors, 
working under the present System, out 
of employment. In their place an in- 
spector at a salary of $3000 a vear, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and six depu- 
ties, appointed by the inspector, wi!! 
inspect all petroleum oils, kerosene and 
gasoline. An inspection fee of, 20 cents 
a barrel will be charged. OJIS in bulk 
will be inspected at a rate of 20 cents 
for each 30 gallons. The measure will 
have to go back to the Senate for con- 
currence,’ as*the House’ amended the 
bill. The Senate bill provided:for an 
inspection fee of 12 centS a barrel and 
Salary of $3500 for the inspector. 

Liquor inspection legislation has long 
been contemplated. lieretofore. the 
breweries have paid an inspection tax 
and the distilled lquor manufacturers 
and distributors have not’ been~ dis- 
turbed. Under the provision of the bill 
pending the beer inspector is provided 
with. additional inspectors to inspect 
Wiilsky, rum, brandy, gin and distilled 
liquors, A fee of 5 cents a gallon will 
he charged for all liquor inspected‘ ex- 
cept that which is to be sold outside of 
the State. 

' Other Bills Under Conalideration. 

The home-rule police and excise bills 
for St.. Louis and Kansas City are still 
under consideration. The Democratic 
Senate has refused’ to confer on the 
Governor the right to remove police or 
excise commissioners for failure to en- 
foree the law. This provision is con- 
tained in the House bill, which is urged 
by Gov. Hadley. 

The House has reconsidered and 
Passed the bill providing a tax of 
centsya thousand ‘on the capital stock 
of all corporations. All of the Demo- 
cratic members, with few exceptions, 
voted against it. It will now go to the 
Senate for final consideration.

and officers of the cruisers Ase and 
Soya, which arrived this morning from 
San Pedro after an easy cruise of two 
days. 

Exactly at the hour set for their ar- 
rival the two vessels steamed through 
the Gelden Gate, and with a score of 
tugs and launches following in their 
wake, proceeded down the bay to Man- 
of-War Row, where the four gray 
cruisers of Admiral Swinburne’s fleet 
thundered a salute of welcome to their 
sister guardians of peace in the Pacific. 

Several miles beyond the harbor en- 
trance the Japanese training squadron 
was met by the cutter McCulloch of 
the reyenue service, designated by the 
Federal authorities as an escort. Con- 
veying less fermal assurances of wel- 
come, the cutter Golden Gate, with the 
official reception committee as passen- 
gers met the Japanese warships in the 
strait, while the fleet of excursion boats, 
many of them gaily decorated with Jap- 
anese and American flags, followed the 
larger vessels into anchorage. 


Japs Welcome Warships. 

‘Ceming on a day when American 
naval officers are accustomed to observe 
the anniversary of Admiral Dewey’s 
victory in Manila Bay, the officers and 
men of the training squadron received 
a particular welcome by the steamers 
of the Pacific fleet. Admiral Swinburne 
and Gen. Weston, accompanied by their 
respective staffs, headed the committee 
which made the first official call upon 
Admiral Ijichi. Mayor E. R. Taylor, with 
the presidents of San Francisco's three 
greatest commercial organizations; 
Lieutenant-Govecrnor Warren F. Perter 
and Collector of the Port Frederick F. 
Stratton, were conveyed frem the flag- 
ship West Virginia on the cutter that 
carried the army and navy delegations, 
and by invitation of the Federal author- 
ities, Consul-General Matsuso Nagai, 
was made a member of the same party. 
On the deck of the Japanese flagship 
Admiral Ijichi received his geusts with 
all the ceremony that attended their 
departure from the West Virginia. 

After greetings had been exchanged 
the party returned to the West Virginia, 
where Admiral Swinburne, half, an hour 
later, had the pleasure of receiving the 
Japanese Admiral. 

Naturally enough, the most enthusias- 
tic greeting to the squadron was that 
accorded their countrymen by the thou- 
sands of Japanese who witnessed the 
entry from Russian and Telegraph Hills 
and from all the piers commanding a 
view of the ancherage. Several hun- 
dred Japanese business men of this city 
and prominent representatives else- 
where in the State, chartered a steamer 
and were among the earliest visitors 
after Admiral Ijichi’s return to his flag- 
ship.

AT NEW HATS AND DRESSES 


Proposes to Keep State’s Wards 
From Learning to Make Modish 


Creations.

AUSTIN, Tex., May 1.—The follow- 











vides for the annual appropriation for 
the State Industrial College for Girls, 
where millinery and dressmaking are 
taught, was offered in the House of 
Representatives today by E. C. Gaines, 
and is pending: 

“It is herein provided that no part 
of the foregoing appropriation for the 
State Industrial College for Girls shall 
be available for the purposes stated, 
if the authorities of said college shall 
permit any of the students of said 
college to be taught how to make 
any hat that shall cost more than the 
sum of $20. or any dress that shall 
cost more than $50, or any’ rat that 
cents; or to 
make any hat that shall be more 
than eight inches in diameter through 
the crown at the base thereof, or 
which shall have a diameter great- 
er than 12 inches in the clear—that 
is to say, from tip to tip of the brim; 
or any hat which shall be shaped in 
the form of an ellipse, or in the form 
of a peach basket, or in the form of 
a bread tray, or in the form of a 
wash bowl, or in the form of any 
other than a true circle, nor shall any 
pert of this appropriation be used for 
the purpose of teaching said students 
how to make sheath gowns.”

HELD TO GRAND JURY 





Defendant Thought He Would 
Be Discharged When Wit- 
nesses Didn’t Appear. 





Mayor ‘“‘Jim’’ Olroyd of Benbow City 
has been held to the grand jury on 
a charge of impersonating a mayor. 
He gave a $200 bond to appear at Ed- 
wardsville in answer to the charge when 
the grand jury meets in June. 

Olroyd was the only witness at his 
own trial in Alton yesterday. Nobody 
else Was presént but Justice Frank Ford 
and a constable, Tom Olroyd's trial 
was going on over in Justice W. C. El- 
ler’s court. Tom is Jim's brother and 
Village Clerk of Benbow City. He was 
charged with retaining the ballot box 
When he should have turned it over to 
the Mavor and Council. 

Jim's trial was set for 3 p. m. The 
clock in Justice Elder's courtroom 
showed that the hour was at hand, but 
none saved Jim observed it. He hur- 
riedly departed, hastened to Jsutice Ford 
and reached that courtroom as the hour 
struck. Si Aes 


Only One on Stan 
“Well, Judge.” he said, “this is the 


time my trial was set for, but there 
isn’t anybody here to prosecute me. I 
guess the charge’ll be dismissed, won’t 
it?’ 

“O, I don’t know,’’ replied the justice, 
“T’'ll hear your testimony first.” 

Mayor Olroyd was sworn and took the 
stand. 

“I am the duly elected Mayor of Ben- 
bow City,"’ he said, ‘and am serving as 
such'’—— 

“That'll do,’ said the Justice. ‘‘I hold 


you to the grand jury under a bond for 


$1000."’ 

Mayor Olroyd had struck a snag that 
wasn’t on the political chart. His ruse 
had failed and he was a prisoner in the 
Constable's custody, instead of a free 
and untrammeled Mayor. But 15 minutes 
later Mayor A. E. Benbow and his 
forces and Tom Olroyd and all the Ol- 
royd forces marched into the court- 
reom, Tom Olroyd had been fined $50 
and had paid. 

“We had agreed, your Honor,’ said 
Prosecuting Attorney Wilson, ‘‘to have 
James Olroyd’s bond fixed at $200. That 
is the amount of all the bonds in these 
Benbow: cases,”’ 

“Well,” said Justice Ford, ‘I had 
fixed it at $1000, but I'll reduce it to 
$200 if you say so.’ 


Weore “Mayor's” Star. 
In Tom Olroyd’s trial Mayor Benbow 


wore a shiny badge, similar to a po- 
liceman’s star, on hig vest. On the star 
was the word ‘“‘Mayor.” In stating his 
official position he said he was ‘“‘presi- 
dent of the village board of trustees.”’ 

“Well, what are you doing. with a 
mayor's sign then?” asked Attorney 
Williamson, representing Tom Olroyd. 
“Why do you wear that if you aren't 
a mayor?” 

“Because,” said Mayor Benbow, ‘‘the 
position of the president of a village 
board of trustees is equivalent to that 
of mayor in a city.” 

Wiley Ford, who was one of the 
judges in the election on which Jim Ol- 
royvd bases his right to sit in the Mayor's 
chair and cock his feet on the municipal 
executive's desk, testified. He is an 
Olroyd supporter. He was asked if he 
saw the ballots, return sheets and other 
election papers put into an envelope. 

‘Yes,’ he said, “I saw them things 
put in.”’ 

He was asked what 
‘them things.”’ 

“Well,”’ he said, 
at the election.” 

The various ‘‘things’’ were called by 
name, and he was asked if he had seen 
them put into an envelope. 

“Don't rattle me up that way,’ he 
protested. 

The question was repeated, and he 
shook his head, saying: ‘‘I don't know 
what you’re comin’ at.” 

Warrants have been issued for Mike

damn shame.’’ He said he had a plan 
to undo Benbow, but he would not di- 
vulge its details.

back yard, pressed a wireless telegraph 
key and detonated a high explosive in 


a tree nearly two miles distant, is ar- 
ranging to give a demonstration for the 
benefit of newspaper men and electrical 
engineers. The yvoung student of elec- 
trical phenomena and chemical disrupt- 
ive forces has taken a long step for- 
ward in the development of the wireless 
principle in this experiment, the objec‘ 
of which was to test an explosive of 
hig own manufacture. 

The explosion he caused by wireless. 
although it took piace some distance 
beyond the city limitg, and although 
only three ounces of ‘ explosive was 
detonated, startled the whole city and 
caused a general fear that the water- 
works boilers had piown up. ‘The ex- 
planation came when young Williams 
laid the facts before the Chief of Po- 
lice, with an assurance that there was 
no danger in the experiments he was 
performing. 

The writer found the youthful stu- 
dent modestly loath to talk of himself 
or his new application of the wireless 
principle and it required considerable 
urging to induce him to make a state- 
ment for publication. He finally con- 
sented, however, and his statement fol- 
lows: 


By CHARLES WILLIAMS. 


BECAME interesfed in electric- 

| ity as a very small boy. I bhe- 
Zan .experimenting with door- 
bells and miniature electric lights 
by the time I was 10 years old. 
I took up more complicated sub- 
jects as I progressed. I never went 
to a technical school, and I had 
some difficulty in getting through 
the eighth grade of the _ public 
schools, for I had a habit of play- 
ing hookey. [I would stay away 
from school to hang around fac- 
tories and watch the motors, en- 
gines and other machinery. I spent 
the greater part of my time out- 
side of school in electrical work. 

When I was about 12 years old I 
became interested in chemistry, but 
enly as applied to explosives. 

Last September I enlisted in Com- 
pany E, First Regiment, I. N. G., 
and since that time I have been in- 
terested in explosives as applied to 
military art. Previous to that time 
my study of them had been in their 
relation to electrical engineering. 

Three years ago I was attracted 
by the possibilities of wireless tele- 
graphy. I had no money for expen- 
sive experiments, and had te use 
whatever I could get held ef. 


First Tests on 
Telephone Line. 


My first experiments with the wire- 
less were in the attic at the home of 
a boy chum. He lost Interest after 
a time, and later moved out of this 
State. I constructed two stations in 
his attic and succeeded in getting 
very faint vibrations in a telephone 
receiver. 

Before we started with the wire- 
less study, we had a telephone line 
in operation between my house and 
his, and on that account, having 
been working with the telephone, 
our first wireless experiments were 
with it. A little later we abandoned 
the telephone altogether and went 
into the study of telegraphy itself. 
Our apparatus, though, was very 
crude. 

In working with the wireless, I 
have perfected a number of acces- 
sories Of my own design. I have 
never performed any experiments 
with the wireless that I think are 
worthy of note, and I don’t even 
consider the detonation of explosives 
at long range without the use of 
wires as remarkable. 

In studying explosives I have had 
two ideas in view. The one was to 
create new explosives of higher 
power than those in use. The other 
was to find new methods of detona- 
tion. 

I experimented with detonation by 
means Of passing an electric current 
through the explosive, and was suc- 
cessful in those experiments. I also 
succeeded in perfecting a method of 
detonation by bringing the explosive 
in contact with water. I under- 
stand, however, that I am not the 
only one who hag been doing that. I 
have learned, just in the last day or 
two, that an inventor of such a 
method has submitted his discovery 
to the United States Government, but 
that the Government rejected it on 
the ground that it was impractigal. 
I hardly know whether that objection

Employers and Unions Signing 
Contracts on Last ‘Year’s 
Scale. 





The iirst of May, the day when 
practically all the wage agreements 
between unions and employers of la- 
bor expire, has passed.in St. Louis 
without any sign of trouble, accord- 
ing to labor leaders. 3 

Owen Miller, one of the leaders in 
labor affairs, said last night he had 
heard of no impending trouble and 
that to all appearances the former 
wage scaies would be signed within a 
few days if they had not already been 
signed. 

““We have closed a year practically 
free from labor disputes,” said Mr. 
Miller, “and it seems that we are be- 
ginning another like it. Of course we 
are very thankful for this, as it is un- 
doubtedly for the best interests of 
the city to have all affairs of labor in 
a g00d condition. 

“The condition over the country 
generally is good, and we do not even 
hear of any trouble in Chicago, where 
there would be trouble if anywhere. 

“While I say labor conditions here 
are in good shape, I do Not wish to 
be taken exactly literally on that. 
Wages in St. Louis are not high 
enough, and that is one of the im- 
portant reasons why there was not 
a proper increase in the population 
during the past year. 

“In Chicago wages are from 20 to 35 
per cent higher than in St. Louis, and 
naturally the working man goes where 
he can get the most money for his 
work. That fact, in my opinion, has 
taken thousands of men away from 
St. Louis.”

Petrosino, Longabardi of Chi-

Orleans Named. 





CHICAGOAN ATTACKED 





Black Hand Doomed Three 
Men to Death and Has Car- 
ried Out One Sentence. 


CHICAGO, May 1—A. Sicilian cap- 
tured here ‘tonight.in the search for the 
assailants of Detective Gabriel 
Longabardi, “head of the ‘Black 
Hand’ squad, who narrowly ' es- 
caped death last night, told a 
story that may throw some light upon 
the murder of Lieut. Joseph Petrosino 
of the New York police, and also may 
prevent a similar attempt upon the life 
of a New Orleans city detective of the 
name ef Dantonio. 

These three detectives—Petrcsino, 
Longabardi and Dantonio—according to 
the Sicitian’s story, were marked for 
death by the Black Hand soc iety in the 
East months ago. They have been ac- 
tive enemies of the society for years. 
Petrosino was killed in Italy after a 
most careful plot had béen laid for him. 
Longabard! had been watched for 
weeks. The New Orleans plot is still in 
the dark. 

Two New York Italians, whose iden- 
tity is known to the police, came here 
several weeks ago and opened a litt:e 
grocery store in the Italian quarter of 
the West Side. 

From this headquarters, fhe Sicilian 
reported, they engineered their plot 
against Longabardi. They learned his 
habits and his fearless nature and de- 
cided that the best way to ‘“‘get’’ him 
was to trap -him-into a. combat. when. 
he was unarmed. His house was 
watched nightly and last night the de- 
tective noticed the men prowling in the 
alley. 

He went out unarmed to ask them 
what was wanted. For an answer he 
was attacked with a stiletto.

on a powerful explosive that I call 
equidite.- I chose that name from 


the fact that one of the ingredients. 


was an alkalH, and I neutralized, or 
equalized it. I hoped to make an ex- 
plosive that would be more power- 
ful and of greater disruptive force 
than any other known. Whether I 
have succeeded or not I can’t say, 
for lacke of instruments to make 
tests. 

I have had many blasting jobs, but 
have-always used ordinary dynamite, 
never putting by equidite to a test 
in that way. I have made many 
experiments with it. detonating 
quantities of it in the country near 
town. I have never put ft into cart- 
ridges, but have used an ordinary 
pasteboard or tin box. The. explo- 
sive is a paste. 

It is detonated by concussion, and 
a fulminate or mercury cap is re- 
quired in making the explosion. as is 
the case with all explosives detonated 
by concussion. 

In my experiments I always placed 
the hox of explosives in a trea for 
reasons of. safety. 
a brangh, as, if it were on the 
ground, it would tear a deep hole 
and the ground would take up the 
shock and vibration. Damage might 
be done. Rut when the equidite is 
detonated while suspended from the 
limb of a tree, no damage is done, 
and it is safe to be within a dozen 
feet or so of the tree. The branches 
merely blown about and perhaps a 
few twigs broken. It is like a fire- 
cracker going off in midair. 
Equidite cannot be used in guns, as, 
unlike gunpowder, it forms gases so 
quickly as not to attack the weak- 
est point, its force being equal in 
all directions, against the strongest 
the same ag against the weakest 
parts. Its use in warfare, therefore, 
would be confined to torpedo heads, 
Shells and mines. 


Just Happened to 
Think of Plan. 


It had not occurred to me until 
Monday night to detonate an ex- 
plosive by wireless methods. As 
Soon as I conceived the idea I set 
about putting it into execution. I 
wanted to be at a distance from the 
explosive when it was detonated in 


" oder to judge of the action of the 


forces by the audible report. The re- 
port is much louder when the ex- 
plosive is suspended, ag the ground 
would act as a muffler. I knew { 
could hear it two miles away dis- 
tinctly enough for my purposes. 

I always work alone in making my 
experiments. I did not ask anyone 
to detonate a charge for me with a 
battery While I remained at a dis- 
tance. I planned a way to do this 
without any help, and without the 
expense of laying wires. 

It occurred ta me that the wire- 
iess Was the way to accomplish this. 
L have a wireless station suitable 
for transmitting an electric impulse 
short distances. On Wednesday night 
I placed three ounces of the ex- 
plosive in a tree in a cypress swamp 
a mile and three-quarters from my 
home. It wag at least three-quarters 
of a mile from any habitation and 
in an isolated spot. I did not think 
that the report would be 
enough to attract attention In town. 

As soon as I could get back home, 
I transmitted the electric impulse 
by wire. I had a coherer about # 


feet from the tree where the equi- 


dite in a tin box was suspended on 
a wire. The impulse was taken up 
by the felay and transmitted to the 
battery, closing the circuit and send- 
ing the current into the box of 
equidite, through a wire extending 
from the apparatus to the explo- 
sive, namely, about 40 feet. I placed 
it that far away as a matter of 
precaution, not wishing the appar- 
atus to come to harm. 


Citizens Alarmed 
for Waterworks. 


When I reached home and set the 
electric wave going, the detenation 
was practically instantaneous, and 


the report much louder than I ex-. 
pected, was heard all over town. I ° 


understand it created quite a lot of 
stir in the city, people thinking the 
waterworks had blown up. _ 

I accomplished what I set out to 
accomplish, that is, I learned from 
hearing the report from a distance 
that it acts with greater rapidity 
than dynamite or nitro glycerine. 
This I learned from the character 
of the report itself. 

In standing close +o a quantity 
of the explosive when it is deto- 
nated, the sheck to the ears is pret- 
ty heavy, and one really can’t tell 
much about the character of the 
report. I do not know whether 
equidite has the desirable quality 
of a short flame, of brief duration 
like the best quality of advnamite. 

I had-no tuner on my apparetus. 
I did not think of it at the time, 
but now I realize that it was dan- 
serous to be without one, as any 
wireless impulse passing at the time 
might Nave “set off the eqtiidite 
while my hands were on ft, Cem 
pleting the connection with the elee- 
tric apparatus.

Hadley, in a statement in Jef- 
terson City last night, after the Missouri 
3upremie Court had issued a temporary 
writ restfaining Circuit Judge Williams 
from proceeding with the suit instituted 
by Cireult Attorney Jones, to present.

rate, said the State would Oppose the 
efforts of the railroads tO have Judge 
Williams permanently enjoined. 

The Governor, according to dispatches, 
will probably appear: before the Su- 
preme Court in person. He will at least 
direet the case. 

Gov. Hadley said the filing of the pro- 
hibition suit yesterday had not changed 
his opinion that the suit Circuit Attor- 
néy Jones instituted at his direction, 
was well founded in law and fact. He 
also said the filing of the sr*t had pre- 
vented the railroads from putting into 
effect a 3-cent rate. 

Writ Returnable May 15, 

The temporary writ made returnable 
May 15, was issued by the Supreme 
Court on application of the Missouri Pa- 
“fic, Iron Mountain, Cotton Belt and 
Missourl, Kansas and Texas Rallroads, 
all of which refused to join the Burling- 


Southern roads in putting Into effect a 
2%-cent rate, which Judge McPherson, 
in a recent decision, declared to be rea- 
sonable. 

When the railroads, following Judge 
McPherson's decision, preyared to 
charke 8 cents, Circult Attorney Jones, 
at the direction of the Governor, in- 
stituted the sult in St. Louls to pre- 
vent the increase. When the Burling- 
ton, Chicago & Alton and Kansas City 
southern voluntarily adopted the 2% 
cent rate, the case was dismissed as to 
them. 

Statement by Governor, 

Regarding the action by four rail- 
roads yesterday, the Governor said last 
night: 

“The injunction. suit brought by all 
the railroads In the Federal Court and 
the suit in prohibition brought by the 
Gould and Rockefeller lines in the Su- 
preme Court of the State to stop the 
prosecution of Mr. Jones’ suit, present 
legal questions that will be met. and 
argued when the cases are reashed for 
hearing. 

“There {is no occasion to discuss these 
‘quéstidris now, Further than to say that 
my associates and myself have had ‘no 
reason to change our opinion that the 
suit instituted by Circuit Attorney Jones 
Was well founded, both in law and in 
fact.

GREETING TO MEHMED Y. 


New Sultan Expresses Cordiality 
and Well-Wishes for the 


President. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Sultan 
Mehmed V of Turkey has cabled @ 
message in acknowledgement of the 
greetings sent to him by President 
Taft on his ascension to the throne. 
The cablegram, dated at Pera yester- 
day, and addressed to the President, 
was made public today. It is: 

I received with real pleasure the 
telegram of congratulations which 
Your Exceliency was pleased to 
send me on the occasion of my ac- 
cession to the throne. I thank you 
cordially for the sentiments con- 
tained therein, as well as for the 
assurances of friendship which you 
give me in the name of the Gov- 
ernment and the great nation of 
the United States, and to which I 
attach the highest value.

Whereby hangs a tale—which Corwir 
told to the Post-Dispatch last nigh* 
while he was waiting for his train: 
‘You remember last Saturday i 
brought in Bowyer—Courtney B. Bow- 
yer—whom I got at Hot Springs, Va., 
wanted in Texas for passing bad 
checks. He was wanted also at several 
places in Virginia, and was rearrested 
right out of my hands four times before 
I finally got away with him. I had to 
call on the Governor at Richmond to 
get a special order for Courtney’s re- 
lease from Virginia to Texas, you 
know. Well, while in Richmond I let 
my eyes rest upon another fellow very 
much wanted down in Texas, and for 
passing bad checks, same as Bowyer. 


“IT recognized this man on the street— 
W. H. Feeney he Js, but I didn’t men- 
tion the identification to Mr. Feeney, 
being acquainted with his habits. i 
figured that if I could get Bowyer to 
St. Louis and deposit him in your jail 
for safe-keeping—so Virginia couldn't 
get him again—I could slip back quietly 
and get Feeney.

-Feeney was disgusted at treatment like

“You see, this man Feeney is an. art- 
ist—three kinds of an artist.

“In the spring of that year he was 
arrested in Omaha for passing bad 
checks down in Texas. His picture in 
the Detectives’ Journal identified him 
to the detectives at police headquarters, 
where he was working as police reporte: 
on a local paper. 


‘“But they didn't take him while at 
work. They went to the house where 
he was rooming. They were about to 
send for the patrol wagon. 


“ ‘Boys,’ pleaded Mr. Feeney, ‘you 
won't humiliate me by taking me there 
In the wagon, will you? Now just let 
me send for a carriage. I'll pay the bill, 
and we'll all ride @own.’ 

“The policemen assented, and while 
they waited for the carriage, Feeney 
jumped off a porch 15 feet to the ground 
and escaped. Shots were fired at him, 
without causing him to stop. He went 
across the Missouri River to Councfi 
Bluffs, then to Chicago. 


“Sept. 12 of the same year Feeney 
was arrested in Chicago for passing bo- 
gus checks. Walle being questioned 
in the office ef Night Chief McSweeney 
he managed to get the,officers to look 
the other way, and he jumped through 
a window and escaped, bullets going 
after him.

“New Orleans next knew Feeney and 
his methods.

On the way 
down there Feeney fell in with an army 
officer, who was going to Mardi Gras 
and had letters of introduction to the 
awellest society people of the city.

“The police got Feeney and actually 
put him tn jail. That humiliation hurt 
him, and he determined not qniy to 
get away, but to get revenge. A deé- 
tective took him to the Courthouse for 
his preliminary hearing. The officer 
was behind him, with his hand on Fee- 
ney’s shoulder, as they started 
through the door.

They recently were told by the Presi- 
dent, according to-a story which comes 
from Washington, that they must agre> 
|} On & man and that when they did agree 
the President would give the matter 
consideration. 

Secretary Nagel for months has been 
advocating the appointment of Oscar L. 
Whitelaw, but Senator Warner is be- 
lieved to have changed Nagel’s position. 
Warner believes Subtreasurer Akins has 
much power among the Republicans of 
Missouri and it is only two years un- 
til Warner will be a candidate to suc- 
seed himself. 

Akins would rather be Postmaster 
than Subtreasurer because the salary 
is greater and Warner is in favor of 
Akins having what he wants. Nagel is 
now favorable to Akins, it is said, and 
beileves he can give Whitelaw the po- 
sition in the Subtreasury which Akins 
would vacate. 

Congressmfin Bartholdt has been the 
thorn in the path of this proceeding.

Defendants Will Oppose Re- 
moval of Case to District 
of Columbia. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PR SS.) 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.; May 1—The 
scene of the proceedings by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States against 
the proprietors.of the New York World 
and the Indianapolis News, charging 
them with criminal libel, changed to ‘In- 
dianapolis today. The charge grows out 
of articles intimating that there had been 
a ‘graft’ of millions of dollars in the 
transfer of the Panama Canal gone to 
the United States. 

Delavan Smith and Charles R. Wil- 
liams, owners of the Indianapolis News, 
were formally served with warrants for 
their arrest, based on indictments found 
against them by the grand jury’ of the 
District of Columbia. The strety of 
$5000, each for the other, was accepted 
for their appearance in the United 
States District Court here, on Monday, 
May 31, for hearing on the question 
whether or not they shall be removed 
to the District of Columbia for trial. 

Today’s action was as little as pos- 
Sible of the appearance of criminal 
court proceedings. Late in the after-’ 
noon in the chambers of United States 
District Judge Anderson there assem-. 
bled Stuart McNamara, Assistant Dis- 
trict United States Attorney for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; Charles W. Miller, 
United States District Attorney for this 
district; the defendants and their attor- 
ney, Ferdinand Winter of Indianapolis 
and many prominent business men, 
friends of Smith and Williams, who were 
ready to give bond for them, if it 
should be required. 


Search Made for Marshal. 
The United States Marshal was not 


present and when the -atterney for the 
defendant had said that they had no 
objection to the immediate serving of 
warrants on them,-it was necessary for 
an attendant to search the Federal 
building for a deputy for the service.

OVER ROUGH WISCONSIN ROADS 


‘In all my seven years’ experience in 
laying out routes for Glidden tours, I 
have never encountered such adverse 
road and weather conditians as those 
with which we have had to contend this 
trip,’”’ says Dai H. Lewis, who is in 
command of the party that, in the 
E-M-F ‘‘30’’ Pathfinding car is laying out 
the route for the 1909 tour.

With Mr. Damrosch will 
come the all-star quartet of the New 
York Symphony Orchestra, Mrs.

prano of Covent Garden, London; Ne- 
vada Van-der-Veer, contralto; Reed 
Miller, tener, and Gustav Holmquist. 
These will be domiciled at the Jeffer- 
son and Planters hotels. 

At 11 o’clock Mr. Damrosch will meet 
the German Singing Societies at the 
Coliseum for rehearsal with the oer- 
chestra and quartet, reinforced by ® 
men from the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra. 

This rehearsal will continue until 
nearly time for the afternoon cencert, 
which begins at 3:15 o’clock. 

The doors of the Coliseum fer the 
afternoon concert wil be open at 32.30 
o’clock. The ticket office will be meved 
for the day from Bollman’s to the Coli- 
seum. Tomorrow and Tuesday 
will again be sold at Bollman’s. 

3500 Voices in Chorus, 

The arrangement of the Coliseum for 
the festival will be under the direction 
of Wm. B. Clayton, manager ef the St. 
Leuis Symphony Society, who has re- 
built the south or Locust street end of 
the Coliseum for the festival for the ac- 
commodation of the choruses. The Sun- 
day chorus will number 500 voices, Mon- 
day 500 voices, but the Tuesday night 
chorus will contain 3500 voices. 

To build_a platform sufficiently large 
to hold this enormous chorus all the 
south end sections have been taken, and 
the platform has been built over the 
boxes and seats in tiers. The gallery 
will also be used to seat the singers. 

Special arrangements have. been made 
for 
hundreds of carriages and automobiles 
at the Washington avenue entrance. 

J. E, Francke, Mr. Damrosch’s per- 
soual representative, will manage the 
stage during the festival.

Louis until. the last concert, Mr. Dam- 
rosch will be busy with rehearsals, the 
first.of which will begin this morning as 
soon as the singers and the instrumen- 
talists have had breakfast and have 
had time to get to the Coliseum. Re- 
hearsals will be on Monday merning 
and afternoon and Tuesday morning. 

To Sing “Star Spangled Banner.” 

The festival will close Tuesday night 
with the largest voicing of the nationa! 
anthem, when the Star Spangled Banner 
will be sung by the chorus ef 3509 
trained voices and those in the audi- 
ence, which is expected to number at 
least 12,000, with the accompaniment of 
an orchestra of 80 pieces. 

The chorus to be heard in 8t. Louis 
Tuesday night is the largest ever heard 
in St. Louis, and Mr. Damrosch says 
it is probably the largest ever heard in 
the country. 

Damrosch has been conducting festi- 
vals all through the South. In the 
iast eight cities in which he has been 
tie combined populations of which do 
not equal that of St. Louis, the concerts 
have been on a par with those which 
will be held here, with the exception of 
the size of the cheruses. The same high- 
class soloists have sung, and the quar- 
tcl in nO measure curtailed its work, 
and in many of the cities the erchestra 
was swelled by the addition of local 
players. 

The first concert, this afternoon, will 
be devoted to Wagner, with Mme. Olive 
Fremstad, from the Metropolitan Opera 
House, New York, and Reed Miller and 
Giustav Holmquist as the soloists. In 
the evening there will be a general pre- 
ram and the Nord St. Louis Bundes- 
chor, the Frier Mannerchor and the 
Apollo Gesangverein will sing, and with 
the ladies’ chorus of Freie Gemeinde of 
North St. Louis in a mixed chorus.

LYNCH A NECRO 
IN TYLER, TEXAS 


Young Woman Goes Into Jail 
and Identifies One as Her 
Assailant. 





TYLER, Tex., May 1.—After smashing 
the doors and windows of the Sheriff's 
office and breaking the cell doors with 
sledge hammers, members of a mob: to- 
day led Miss Winnie Harmon into the 
jail where she picked from a number 
of negro prisoners the one who had at- 
tacked her. He was then dragged to 
the Courthouse Square and hanged from 
a derrick used in erecting a new Court- 
house. 

The mob formed shortly before noon 
while a preliminary hearing was being 
given a negro believed to be Miss Har- 
mon’s assailant. Miss Harmon was not 
at the hearing and after its conclusion 
the mob dragged the negro from jail 
and led him to her home. 

She could not identify him as her as- 
sailant and she was then taken to the 
jail. 

In response to a telegram from County 
Attorney Butler, Judge Simpson arrived 
here a few hours arter the lynching, 
and will summon a grand jury nex‘ 
week to investigate it.

PARIS. May 1.—J,. Pierpont Morgan. 
who came here to attend the wedding of 
Miss Muriei White and Count ‘Scherr- 
Thoss, told a friend at the Hotel Ritz 
that he had been informed from Wash- 
ington that the clause in the tariff bill 


admitting art -works free would certain- 
ly become a law. 

The result of this will be that Mr. 
Morgan, and other American collectors 
who have kept their art treasures on 
this side of the water, rather than pay 
a high duty, will send them to the 
United States. 

Mr. Morgan owns a superb collec- 
tion of paintings and art objects in Lon- 
don, and some valuable pictures here, 
and will install then in his art gallery 
in New York. With the treasures now 
there, they will constitute a private col- 
lection unequaled in the world. 

Many Keep Galleries Abroad. 

James Stillman has many priceless 
paintings in his residence here. W. K. 
Vanderbilt, Ambassador White and Wil- 
liam E. Corey own valuable works of 
art .in France. Many other wealthy 
Americans have art possessions here 
which they would rather have in the 
United States, and will take there if 
the duty is. removed. 3 

American artists here will hail the 
abolition of the duty. as they now hav- 
to make a declaration at the consulate 
whenever they send out a work, for 
sale or exhibition. 

Many Americans attended tie sale of 
the late Victorian Sardou’s artistic pos- 
sessions, among them former Senator 
Clark. -Mr. Morgan ‘made some pur- 
chases through an agent, it is reported. 
The sale realized $155,000. 

Although the dramatist’s artistic pos- 
sessions are scarcely important enough 
to be called a collection, he owned many 
nteresting pictures, relics and pieces of 
furniture. Everything brought a good 
price, due partly to the association with 
Sardou. The first day’s sale alone net- 
ted $30,000. The most important object 
was a high relief marble of the seventh 
century which was sold to Henrie Stet- 
tiner of Paris for $4420.

Public™ Administrator Troll has no 
authority under the law to collect 
rents exccpt to pay debts. The fact 
that there are no claims against 
Holt’'s estate leaves Troll powerless 
to prevent this unauthorized. use of 
the dead man’s property. 

Holt was a peddler of jewelry. In 
that business he accumulated proper- 
tv worth about $6000 besides real es- 
tute. He’ died in a Ae gg lodging 
house on Broadway, Dec. 1906, aft- 
er paying 10 cents for the privilege of 
“sitting up” over night. By his chair 
when the clerk found the body was 
a Satchel containing jewelry valued 
at $2600. | 

Among his other effects were sey- 
eral mortgages and numerous con- 
tracts for jewelry mene on  install- 
ments. Holt was 45 years old. 

When Holt’s estate was placed in 
the hands of the Public Administrat- 
or, Mr. Troll discovered that besides 
personal property, Holt owned houses 
on Tamm avenue and on O'Fallon 
street. One was sold under a mort- 
gage shortly before Holt’s death. 

The houses on Tamm avenue were 
not completed when Holt dled, but de- 
spite that fact two families moved 
into them and have not since paid a 
eent of rent. They are frame build- 
ings, each one-story high. 

Fire Vietim Uad Wealth. 

Recently Holt’s body was exhumed 
to permit a man from Chicago to 
identify it. The stranger believed Holt 
was his brother, but the investigation 
failed to confirm his claim. He was only 
one of nearly a hundred who have tried 
to prove their relationship to Holt. 

Among the six other estates for which 
Public Administrator Troll is seeking 
heirs is that of Martin Walk, who was 
burned to death in the fire that de- 
stroved the Salvation Army Barracks 
at Ninth and Market streets Aug. 5, 
1906. e 
It was hot ashes dropping from Walk’s 
pipe that started the fire. It was found 
that, although a nightly lodger at the 
Salvation Army Barracks, Walk had 
$4598 on deposit in a trust company. Ef- 
forts to find his wife and child, believed 
to have lived at that time In New York, 
have been without result. 

Thomas P. Vickery, who died Dec. 8, 
1906, left an estate worth $2475. Vickery 
was 6 years old. None | of his heirs has 
been found. 

Jacob Steinmetz, & years old, had 
property valued at $2132.90 when he died, 
Sept. 27, 1906. Joseph Russell and Perry 
©. Coffee, who Bied in 1907, and John 
Tenyson, who died in 1906, left estates 
worth $1981.91. 

Unless within a year the heirs of 
these men appear and establish their 
rights, Public Administrator - Troll will 
turn all their wealth over to the State 
Treasurer. The State Treasurer will 
hola the property for 20 years subject 
to the claims of heirs, after which it 
Will be credited to the school fund.

If the Adventists believed 
in a Sabbath closing law, the saloons 
would be permitted to open their doors 
after sundown On Saturday and remain 
open over Sunday. 

Though she favors out-and-out prohi- 
bition, Mrs. Wightman is not an advo- 
cate of any Sabbath closing law be-

What the Japanese did to the Hiv.

Then he rigged a second propeller 
to the stern of the gondola and con- 
nected it with the crankshaft that 
turned the upper propeller, designed 
by Mr. Harrison to drive tue craft 
through the air. Whether in the zir 
or on water, both propellers revolved 
at the same energy. On wate. the 
craft would be driven by a propeller 
against the water and aided by wie 
force of the propeller operating on 
the air. 

In appearance the Harrison aero- 
plane resembles more than anything 
else a street car, stripped of its body 
and wheels, leaving nothing but the 
long, curved top of the car, which cor- 
responds with the canvas wings or 
sustaining surfaces, The central e) . 
vated vent on the street car, which 
siiugard me foul air to SACRE, re- 


mains the same along the center of 
the top of the Harrison machine. 

Unlike the Wright Brothers’ famous 
machine, with which the public is 
now more or less familiar, the Hart1i- 
son aeroplane does not possess the 
second or lower wing. surface that 
zives the Wright machine its box- 
kite appearance. Harrison's craft is 
what the technists call a “mono- 
plane”—a one-surface flying machin ., 
following the idea of Bleriot’s and 
other French aeroplanes with one 
spread of wings, like a dragon fly or 
a bird. 

Imagine a street car top, 60 feet 
long and wider than the average 
street car cover, sailing through the 
air, with its strange boat hanging 
over twenty feét below the roof and 
containing a buzzing motor that is 
driving two screws in the rear, and 
ohe has a good idea of this new fly- 
ing machine. Following its rapid 
flight for a few minutes, the secret of 
Mr. Harrison's perfect automatic eqi- 
librium will be realized from the 
ground. 

The weight of the engine and crew 
has been hung so low that it counter- 
acts any tendency of Yagrant wind 
gusts to tilt the light top. The long 
and narrow top offers no bat-like 
spread of wing surface under which 
the erratic gusts can get a strong 
enough leverage to turn the craft up- 
side down, a feat that is quite as im- 
possible as turning a parachute in 
the air. That is the secret—the nar- 
rison .aeroplane is parachutic in .ts 
resistance to contrary winds. 


CONTRARY WIND HELPS. 


But to make that sort of accident 
impossible, the umbrella top has been 
opened its entire length in the cen- 
ter. The opening has a long, narrow 
umbrella top of,its own, correspond- 
ing with the roof vent on the street 
car. A strong gust of air getting 
under the main umbrella or sustain- 
ing surface, will immediately find an 
escape through the centra] vent and 
striking the second or smaller top of 
the vent, will rush out at its sides 
just as the more uniform currents of 
air are doing every second that the 
craft is moving.

Mr. Harrison uses steam for th? 
same reason that Mr. Herring has 
given—it is more reliable in the air 
than a gasoline motor, even in the 
present stages of development to 
which the motor has been brought by 
automobiling. Although the exact 
principle ‘of Herring’s automatic con- 
trol of his machine is not yet known, 
the “technists’” (or those who are 
behind the drop curtain of laboratory 
work in flying art) have seen the 
wonderful steam engines that drive 
his machine into ‘space. Some of 
these engines give eight horsepower 
to ofily 173-4 pounds of weight—the 
lowest figure ever reached. They in- 
elude boiler, engines, furnace, piping 
and boiler coverings, His conden3- 
ers only weigh 12 pounds for an eight- 
horsepower plant. For his own ma- 
chine he can get as much as one 
horsepower from every two and one- 
half pounds of engine ahd boiler.

The Grand Calumet River, a mile 
from the lake, separates the citv 
from the steel plant. In order that 
the. city might be started according 
to the high ideals of the steel com- 
pany they took full charge of two 
square miles of the main part cf 
the eity. Before any business struc- 
tures were erected, miles of paved 
streets and sidewalks were construct- 
ed, and modern water, gas, electric 
and sewer systems were built. |

in the country are under course’ of 
construction at Gary. W. B. Ittner, 
architect for the public schools of 
St. Louis, has designed and is super- 
intending the erection of the Emer- 
son School at Gary, a structure cost- 
ing $240,000 and containing 40 rooms. 
This St. Dauis architect will also pre- 
pare the for the High School 
building, to t $260,000, and to be 
erected this summer. FE. C. Gerhart 
of St. Louis is the contractor for the 
Emerson School and most of the men 
employed on the work are St. Louis 
mechanics. 

The walls of this harbor are of 
solid concrete, 5 feet wide at the 
top and 19 feet wide at the base. This 
mass of concrete, two miles long, 
rests on wooden piles, driven 30 feet 
into the sand. The ore docks have 
a capacity for handling and storing 
2,000,000 tons of iron ore.

Some of the finest examples of mu- 
nicipal engineering in the country 
are to be found at Gary. Broadway, 
the main street, running north and 
south, is 100 feet wide, with 17-foot 
cement sidewalks on each side; two 
roadways 20 feet wide, and, through 
the center, space for the double track 
electric lines. This street is already 
paved for three miles of its length 

STREETS ARE WIDE. 

Fifth avenue, the main street east 
and west, is 90 feet wide, with 17- 
foot sidewalks, but no space for elec- 
tric lines. This leaves a clear space 
of 56 feet of concrete paving; and 
with its smooth white finish, grace- 
fully curved surface, broad cement 
sidewalks and its two miles of length 
it makes a fine, attractive and dura- 
ble commercial thoroughfare. 

Nine lar railroads run through 
Gary. All#are to be elevated and 
-have large stations. The city water 
Supply is taken from a crib a mile 
out in the laFe and passes through a 
six-foot tunnel, two miles iong and 
60 feet below ground. 

Some of the mills at Gary are al- 
ready running and by June 1 of this 
year at least 20,000 men will be at 
work. Besides the plant of the Steel 
Corporation, which will employ 20,- 
000 men, there will be other great 
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industries at Gary. The Americas 
Car and Foundry Co. of St. Louis is 
building a plant that will employ 
8000 men. The ..merican Locomotive 
Works is also building a plant to em- 
ploy 6000, men, with an output of 56 
locomotives per month. The Ameri- 
can Bridge “o. and the Ameri: 
can Steel and Wire. Co. wii, 
soon commence the _ construction 
of large plants; besides’ several 
smaller industries, subsidiary to the 
larger companies. The New York

A handsome City Hall is now in 
course of construction, with quarters 
for the Police Department, city offi- 
cials and the Fire Department. The 
equipment of the Fire Department 
will be the most modern, including 
several motor engines. 

The steel company will expend 
$500,000 in the erection of a fireproof 
hospital for its own use. It will be 
the most complete mill hospital in 
the world and will have actommoda- 
tions for 120 patients at one time. 
The Y. M. C. A. will erect a hand- 
some building on Broadway within a 
short time. The Baltimore & Ohio 
and the Lake Shore railroads are 
now constructing a union station to 
cost $250,000. 


HUGE BLAST FURNACES. 


Near the ore docks that line the 
new harber and paralle)] to them, are 
the great’ blast furnaces. There are 
84 open-hearth and 16 blast furnaces. 
Upon the floors of these furnaces is 
placed the pig iron, iron ore. lime- 
stone and scrap to a depth of ten to 
twelve inches,.and across the mass a 
flame from the gas Producers is driv- 
en, at the intense heat of from 2800 
to 3000 degrees. . . 

The change from pig iron to steel 


is the result of the boiling of this 


mass upon the floor. Of the six 
great open-hearth buildings, four are 
now under construction. —All six will 
be identical. Each building is 195x 
1200 feet, and they run at an angle 
of about 30 degrees to the rest of the 

plant, the object being to lessen the 
share curves in the railroad tracks 
that run through the buildings. 

The sites for the other open-hearth 
buildings are now covered by the 
waters of Lake Michigan, but a fill 
of 20 feet will be made to place them 
on a level with the others. Each 
building is 104 feet high. Over 5500 
tons of structural steel was used in 
the const) uction of each.

To drive the gigantic machinery of 
the rail miil alone, a great structure, 


1400 feet long, will require three mo-_ 
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In connection with tne open-nearth 
buildings, which are the largest in 
the world, are the mixer rooms, 86x 
120 feet; the gas-producer buildings, 
each 24x1200 feet, and beyond the 
stockyards, 73 feet wide. Traveling 
electric cranes reach to all points. 
Within the open-hearth buildings are 
several traveling cranes of varying 
capacities, the 125-ton crane in the 
acting department, one of 75 tons in 
the charging department and five- 
ton cranes in the stock department, 

all of which are operated by elec- 
tricity. 

OUTPUT IS TREMENDOUS. 

Bach of these six bu.ldings will 
contain 14 open-hearth fu:naces, 
where the manufacture of steel will 
take place. It requires about eight 
hours to make one “heat,” the ca- 
pacity of which-will be 65 tons, mak- 
ing a daily outpui of 195 tons from 
each furnace, or 2500 tons per day 
from each building. 

Thus, according to the present plans 
of the Steel Corporation, the plant at 
Gary will have a yearly output of 
5,000,000 tons of steel: and as it 
takes two tons of ore to make a ton 
of steel, the quantity of raw material 
required will amount to 10,000,000 
tons annually; or about 25 per cent 
of the entire production of all the 
iron mines in the Great Lakes region. 

Electricity will be used almost en- 
tirely for. power at the Gary plant. 
The electrical power house is one 

of the mammoth structures, and is 
the greatest and most complete of its 
type in the world. The building is 
situated near the blast furnaces and 
is 103 feet wide and 1000 feet long. 
The foundations are of solid concrete, 
five feet thick and the footings are 
on a level with Lake Michigan, 20 
feet below grade. 

Beneath the building is a well- 
lighted subway, through which pedes- 
trians may pass without going 
around the long structure. Seventeen 
2000 kilowatt generators, driven bY 
an equal number of monster gas en- 
gines, will produce electricity. The 
total amount produced, sgtimated in 
horsepower, w'll be almost 80,000.

000 horsepower, Primarily, all this 
immense power comes from. the 
smoke of the furnaces, which, in time 
past, was allowed to go td’ waste, thus 
adding to the smoke nuisance. The 
other main buildings used in the 
manufacture of s‘eel are Bom rail 
mill, several merchant mills/ one bil- 
let mill, one universal mill and ar- 
mor-plate mill. 

At the end of the fine harbor is a 
great turning basin, large enough 


. to accommodate a whole fleet of ore 


ships. West of the steel plant and 
near the la*te.is a regular mountain 
of coke and limestone, over a mile 
long and 30 feet high, which is simply 
a reserve supply in case of strikes 
or shortage in regular shipments. 
The buildings used for the manu- 
facture of steel are not the only 
great structures of the steel plant at 
Gary. Machines and the _ general 
equipment wear out and must be re- 
paired, and for this purpose buildings 
covering over six acres of ground 
have been erected. These shops line 
Broadway for half.a mile and in ccon- 
struction are entirely fireproof. 


EXTENSIVE SEWER SYSTEM. 


Among these shops, which will em- 
ploy 3000 men, and in themselves 
would make a big industry for any 
city, are the warehouses, carpenter 
shop, electrical repair shop, black- 
smith shop, boiler shop, foundry, ma- 
chine shop, rail shop and locomotive 
shop, in which-the last-named will be 
used to repair the large switch en- 
gines and the 30 “dinky” engines re. 
quired in the handling of products. 

One of the most difficult. problems 
in the building of “The Magic City 
of Steel’’ was the construction of the 
sewers. The whole section is cov- 
ered with fine lake sand about fifty 
feet deep and extending four or five 
miles back from the lake. Draining 
this land was one of the most urgent 
improvements towards building the 
city.

wheat and everything else, itis not necessary to 
ask why, after takin fin Kansas and what it 
means on the map of the United States. The 
central tier of Kansas counties, two count'es 
wide, from the Nebraska to the Oklahotna line, 
have an area of 13,430 squ-re miles, while the 
combined land area of Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut is 12,885 square miles. 

On a line east and west from Salina, which s 
not far from the center of the State, six counti-s 
must be crossed west of this tier to reach the 
Colorado line, and to the East six counties also 
must be crossed to reach the Missouri line. East 
and west of it lie 69,650 square miles of the 
State's area, or say an area east of it about four 
times as large as Massachusetts and another west 
of it almost the size of Kentucky, which is almost 
five times as large as Massachusetts. 

Between 1909-10 and 1920 the Kansas question 
is that of populating the western part of the State 
as heavily as the eastern part is alr :ady populat- 
ed. Kansas is not twice as larce as the Empire 
State of New York, Dut New York’s area of 1..t 
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more genius in getting away successfully than 
was needed for a great bircaes under ordinary 
conditions, Kansas would be triumphant merely 
in holding its own against this sort of a pull on 
it, aided by the irresistible impulse which moves 
the largest number of homeseekers annually to 
the location whee land is still cheanest.

With other South- 
western states getting population from it, the 
whole State has gained in. popula'icn while it 
was running up large gains in everything else.

Its total population of 
1,470,000 in 1900 increased fo 1,545,000 net in 
1905, with the probability of over 1,750,009 next 
year.

per cent, their capital 56 per cent; Pittsburg, the 
number 6 per cent, their capital 101 per cent; To- 

, the number 6, their capital 90 per cent; 
while Wichita, with a 6 per cent increase.in num- 
ber, showed an increase of 148 per cent in capital. 
-Bleven cities, with a population in 1900 of 
over 8000, showed an average increase of 6 per 
cent in the number of their factories im five years, 
with 60 per cent increase in capital and 30 per 
of the product. Fort 
Scott, Wichita, Emporia, Atchison, Topeka and 
Galena are reported by the Census Bureau as in- 
creasing the value of the'r manufactured goods 
from 70 to 122 per cent in five years. Their ex- 
pectations now and those of other cities not enum- 
erated in their class in 1905 are of similar in- 
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quite 50;000 square miles could be laid down east- 
ward from the Colorado line, leaving room in 
Eastern Kansas for over twice the present pop- 
ulation of Kansas in a State nearly four times as 
large as Massachusetts, which now has a popula- 
tion of three and a quarter millions. 

Alfalfa is the key to this situation this year 
because this year the cheap land of Kansas is lo- 
cated where there are the fewest people. West- 
ern Kansas is the “alfalfa country,” because the 
homeseeker who moves to make his fortune, with 
just enough money to pay for moving and to 
make a first payment on his farm can plant al- 
falfa the first: year and sell the hay to make the 
payment the second year. 

This financial operation, with its long series 
of gratifying consequences, is now being explained 
systematically in states north and east of Kansas 
as far as Kansas can reach with its own eloquence 
or that of its loving friends who expect to handle 
its future freight and help it take care of ‘its 
bank reserves, not to mention the expectation of 
supplying it also with an increasing tonnage of 
dry goods and groceries. Sympathetic from all 
these standpoints, St. Louis watches with interest 
the contest Kansas wages this year with other 
Southwestern giants, as it has done for nine years 
past, ‘ 

More than nine years ago the problem of set- 
tling Western Kansas seemed about to be solved. 
Since then, as Oklahoma and Texas on the south 
and Colorado on the west wave both reached at 
the same time into\ Kansas for desirable popula- 
tion, Kansas has reached into lowa, Wisconsin 
and Michigan, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio for more and more people to keep its per- 
centages of growth increasing at their usual rate. 
This is what it is doing this year. It is holding its 
percentages and increasing them under conditions 
which may mean during the 10 years that it moves 
two families into the State to make a net gain 
of one on the final showing.

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City, Kan., have a combined population this year 
estimated at 200,000, against 130,000 mine years 
ago. Pittsburg, Fort Scott, Lawrence and Atchi- 
son calculate a total increase from 46,000 in 1900 
to 70,000 in 1909. Emporia, Parsons, lola, Hutch- 
ison, Independence and Coffeyville, all under 
10,000 nine years ago, are now in the 10,000 to 
20,000 class. Newton, Ottawa, Salina, Winfield 
and other small cities which did not reach the 
10,000 class in the State census of 1905, are can- 
didates for it next year. 

Ten years ago Kansas Vity, Kan., caused itself 
to be defined in one of the leading encyclopedias 
of the country as largely responsible for the gains 
in bank clearings shown by Kansas City, Mo. It 
is now supplied with a large fund of information 
of the same kind, waiting a chance to get it into 
the next edition of the encyclopedia, after failing 
to secure proper publicity for it through the 
official channels used by Kansas City, Mo., in 
explaining its frequent claims to increasing great- 
ness. Wyandotte was once a place famous in 
the ‘history of Kansas and the West. It has dis- 
appeared from the map. It allowed itself to be 
consolidated out of existence as part of Kansas 
City, Kan., while that city was considered a 
mere suburb of Kansas City, Mo. As it is now 
the “metropolis of Kansas,” though still treatcd 
by Kansas City, Mo., as a stockyards suburb, 
may feel the ancient and historic Wyandotte 
writhing for resurrection into the history of the 
Kansas of 1910. As a future great city, perhaps 
the greatest between St. Louis and Denver, the 
“metropolis of Kansas” is entitled to have its 
own clearing house to show how it is keeping 
up with other Kansas cities, with names of their 
own.

less in Kansas returns than from those of almost

Where Southwestern Missouri slopes down the 
Ozarks into Southeastern Kansas, Kansas has the 
coal, iron, zinc, lead and other sourcés of wealth 
which belong geologically to Missouri. It has 
also its share of the midcontinental oil and gas 
field which belongs to the Missouri Ozarks and 
comes close to the surface across the Kansas and 
Oklahoma line. With its increase from work in

At $9,000,000 a year Kansas butter, milk and 
cheese are worth talking about, but as the “Corn 
State,” Kansas holds the record of having pro- 
duced in one year more corn “than all the New 
England States, New York, New Jérsey, Dela- 
ware, Michigan, West Virginia, Virginia, South 
Carolina, Florida, Maryland,- Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, Montana, Wyomitg, Colorado,

A half-dozen of these guns mounted on autos 
make a traveling fort—a fort trat can be hur- 
tied anywhere at express-train speed to repel any 
landing party of invaders or destroy an airship 
fleet that might try to seek our shores. 

It is a new adaptation of =n old principle. The 
gun is simply a gas engine. Beneath the barrel is 
a steel chamber which contains a piston rod. 
When the first projectile is fired it acts as a 
valve. The gas from the explosion passes through 
small holes in the barrel and forces the piston 
backwards. The end of the piston rod is a‘tached 
to a shuttle which throws out the empty shell 
at the moment of firing and drops a new shell in 
its place, thus allowing 300 shots a minute to be 
fired. 

On the muzzle of the gun is another device— 
the apparatus which ta’es the recoil ard uses it 
for putting in another shell, instead of wasting 
all this energy. This |eeps the gun absolutely 
steady; a woman could fire a 15-pounder while 
sitting on the carriage withcut feeling the slight- 
est shock.

A dozen of these automobiles could swoop down 
on the enemy’s flan: during a Battle and we 
out battalion after battalion. Then they couid 
get away again, unharmed. Ordinary artillery 
or the most mobile cavalry could not hurt them. 
Infantry could: never get close enougfi to do any 
harm. 

Only two men are necessary to operate the 
automobile gun—a chauffeur for the machine and 
a gunner. The shells are placed in “cheese boxes” 
made in spiral form and slip into the gun auto- 
matically. The gunner has merely to find his 
ranze ard:aim the gun. When the trigger is 
pulled—the gun is really a gigantic revolver— 
a stream of steel pours from its muzzle, each shell 
bursiinge ‘nto twenty or thirty pieces when it hits. 
The shells will penetrate an inch and a half of 
steel; even a good-sized gunboat is not invulnera- 
ble against them. 

Dr. MeClean has invented an automatic ma- 
chine gun which fires ordinary rifle cartridges to 
supplement the work of the automobile machine 
guns. This is much lighter and can be transport- 
ed more easily. A sharpshooter with one of 3a 
guns can pick off officers at distances neve 
fore possible. It fires 600 shots per minutes; it na 
ue more deadly than the gatling Se ee It is op- 
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of wa:*e energy every time it is fired. Dr. Me- 
Clean’s invention for taking up the recoil would 
utilize several thousand tons of this waste energy 
in operating the gun and moving the turret. As 
yet the device has not been used on guns firing 
projectiles weighing more than 15 pounds, but the 
principle, says the inventor, can be applied even 
to the very largest guns. 

For light craft these three and fifteen 
pounders will be invaluable. Vessels drawing 
only a few feet of water cannot carry guns firing 
such projectiles at present, as their -recoil would 
knock them to pieces’. So, for scouting vessels, 
torpedo boats and similar craft these automatic 
machine guns invented by Dr. McClean can find 
instant service. 

Battles in the future, even as they are today, are 
soldiers’ battles—victory depends on the individ- 
ual ha he man.

Putting their 
heads together the two landlords 
finally come to the conclusion that 
they have both been duped by a 
smooth swindler, 

Upon opening the envelopes which 


‘were supposed to contain $1000 each, 


they find that they contain only 
brown paper, cut in the exact size of 
dollar bills. 

_ SWITCHES ENVELOPES. 

The grafter’s methods are always 
the same when working this scheme. 
When he asks the landlord to get 
his diamond case out of the safe he 
hastily exchanges the envelope con- 
taining the $1000, and upon which 
he has written his name, for a dupli- 
cate envelope which is addressed in 
exactly the same manner, but wu.ch 
contains only blank paper. When 
the landlord hands him the diamond 
case the grafter gives him the dummy 
envelope to place in the safe. 

In some cases the grafter hires a 
regular messenger boy to go after 
the $200, but as a general thing the 
messenger is a confederate of the 
swindler, as it would be imvossible to 
hire a regular messenger boy in a 
very small town where there is no 
district telegraph office. 

The grafter can go from one town 
to another working this game, and by 
swindling the hotel proprietor = in 
each town, he keeps up a sort of 
“endless chain,’ and never returns to 
a town after he once leaves it. 

Another very smooth “fake en- 
velope” graft which is being worked 
almost exclusively on hotel men, is 
operated as follows: ; 


* FLASHES A ROLL. 


A handsome, well-dressed and edu- 
cated young man arrives in a small 
town and registers at one of the ho- 
tels. He carries no baggage, but in 
order that the landlord may feel easy 
and not demand payment in advance, 
he flashes a large roll and treats 
the landlord or clerk to frequent 
drinks in order to create the impres- 
sion that he is a sport and an all- 
round good fellow. 

* Bome time during the day, and at 
a time when the landlord {is in the 
‘office, the grafter steps up to the 

nter and, removing a newspaper 
and a large envelope from his pock- 
et, he spreads ‘he paper upon the 
eounter and, ta ing a troll of buls 
from his pocket, he says: 

“Landiord, | am going to leave 


eta 






quve wen yuu wo put in the safe, 
and I want you to help me count out 
the amount.” 

It happens that this leaves the 
grafter with just a $5 bill, which he 
puts in his vest pocket, saying: : 

“Five dollars will be about all I'll 
need for the present.”’ | 

With-this he puts the $500 into the 
envelope, right before tne eyes 
the landlord, and after sealing it 
writing his name and the amount 
tlie envelope, he will carelessly, and 
in a perfectly natural way, raise. up 
one corner of the newspaper. place 
the envelope, ina side up, under it, 
and spread the paper over it, as if 
using it for a blotter. ° 

After pressing it down a moment, 
he reaches under the paper and, 
bringing forth a large envelope, he 
hands it to the landlord and says, 
“Just put it in the safe.” 

Then, as if he wanted to save his 
newspaper, he picks it up, at the same 
time skillfully folding it, and places it 
in his pocket, after which he again 
as*s the landlord to take a drink, 
thus enabling him to spend a part of 
his $5 and at the same time proving 
to the landlord that he is a profitable 


customer. ‘ 


WANTS IT QUICK. 


The second day after, he waits un- 
til he finds the landlord in the office, 
and then rushing up to the counter all 
out of brea.h, he says, excitedly: 
“Landlord, give me $25 out of tue 
drawer and I'll be back in half an 
hour and pay you back.” 3 7 

When the landlord goes to tue 
money drawer, the grafter gets as 
close to him as possible, and if he 
is able to see that there is considera- 
ble money in the till, he will say, 
“Make it fifty, lanuiord; I think I've 
got a chance to ‘cut a melon,’ ”. mean- 
ing of course that he was about to: sit 
in a poker game or had something*up 
his sleeve, z 
Frequently the grafter asks the 
landlord to joan him fifty, and then, 
when he gets a flash at the money 
drawer, tells him to make {[t seventy- 
five or a hundred. The landlord sel- 
dom refuses, for he knows he has got 
the grafter’s $500 in the safe and is 
ewer secured against possible 
Os6, 

After obtaining the loan the grafter 
rushes out and, of course, he never 
returne to pay it back. The land- 
lord Waits a reasonable length of 
time ahd finding that he has appar- 
ently skipped out, he proceeds to get 
the envelope, and upon opening it 
discovers that it contains nothing 
but brown paper. | 
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The way this trick is worked is as 


ows: The grafter has prepared 
the fake envelope in advance,’ witu 
his name and the amount written 6n 
it, and has carefully concealed it in 
a fold of the newspaper... * 


SUBSTITUTES A DUMMY. 


When he spreads the neWspaper out 
on the counter, the fake envelope is 
under it and therefore when he lifts 
up the paper and places the money 
package under it to blot it, all he 
has to do when he reaches under 
again is to draw forth the dummy en- 
velope in place of the genuine one 
and then carefully fold up the news- 
paper So as to conceal the money en- 
velope, and place it in his pocket. 

Another graft now being operated 
extensively through the Southern and 
Western states is the “spectacle 
graft,” or, as it is commonly called, 
the “glim graft.” . 

This form of swindling cannot be 
called new, as the game has. been 
worked all over the country by graft- 
ers for the past 20 years, But every 
now end then some bright grafter, 
more ingenious than his comrades, in- 
vents a new method of working the 
scheme, and the result is that the 
“glim graft” is still getting the mon- 
ey and the suckers “fall for it” just 
as easy today as they did years ago. 

One of the very latest methods of 
working this game came to light re- 
cently in & small town in Missouri, 
and the grafter operated in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


BARGAINS IN POTATOES. 


He first hired a horse and cart, 
such as is generally used by huck- 
sters, and loading it with fine pota- 
toes, he would start out to peddle his 
wares from house to house. Ringing 
the doorbell of a house, as soon as the 
lady appeared he would offer to sell 
her a peck or quart of potatoes at 
about one-half or two-thirds the price 
they would cost her in the marxet. 

Of course, the housewife, scenting 
a bargain, generally made a purchase 
from him, and while she was count- 
ing out the change the grafter would 
get a “flash” at the contents of her 
purse and size up her general appear- 
ance, in order that he might form an 
estimate as to her financial stand- 
ing. and regulate his “spiel” accord- 
ingly. 

s sOOn As the potato deal was 
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 gold-rimmed spectacles, 


closed the grafter would reach into 
his pocket and pull out a pair of 
then he 
would say to the woman: “Look 
what I just picked up down the 
street; ain’t they beauties?” 

The woman usually takes them in 
her hand and tries .them on, and, 
as the lens are nothing but plain 
window glass, of course she can see 

ectly, or, at least, as well as she 
could without them. The grafter then 
says: “TI’ll bet they never cost less 
than $12 or $15. Of course, they’re 
no use to me and I would. be 
willing to sell them cheap.” 

“How cheap?’ replies the woman. 

“Oh, I'll let you have them for 
$5,” says the grafter. ‘He has sized 
her up carefully and fixes his price 
according to the woman's circum- 
stances). 

Sometimes, if a woman looks poor, 
he will offer to sell the “glims’” for 
$2 or $3. And even if he asks $5 at 
first he is always willing to come 
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down, providing the woman says she 
can’t afford to pay that much. 

He makes it a rule, however, not 
to take less than $2 for a pair, and 
usually makes a sale before he gets 
through “‘spieling.”’ In case the wom- 
an does not wear glasses and has no 
use for them herself, she may be per- 
suaded to buy them for her husband 
or some other member of her family. 


ELECTRO PLATED FRAMES. 
The frames of the spectacles look 


exactly like solid gold, but in reality 


they are nothing but “composition 
metal,” electro plated, or ‘what is 
known to “glim workers” as “Ro- 
man alloy.” They usually cost the 
grafter from $2 up to $6 a dozen, ac- 
cording te quality, and the cheaper 
grades will tarnish inside of a few 
days after coming in contact with the 
face. 

Some of these “glims” are fitted 
with different strength lens, and 
the grafter will frequently carry a 
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age in ofie pocket, a pair for a per- 
son 50 years of age in another pock- 
et, and so On up to years. ; 

When the grafter supplied wita 
these different: strength lens, he 
judges his Victim’s age by her ap- 
pearance and draws out the pair 
which he thinks will suit her. Ly 
having an assortment of lens, each 


of a different refractive power, he 


is more apt to make a sale, by suit- 


ing each individual customer's eye- 


sight. : 
.If hé hatids a woman a pair of 
‘“‘glims” suitable fo@ a person 40 years 
of age, and she complains that they 
don’t suit her eyes, he takes them 
back and puts them in his pocket, but 
keeps on talking to the woman, in 
order to distract her attention. Then 


suddenly he will say, “Why, seems i 
to me those giasses ought to suit 


your eyes! Just try them on again! 
Perhaps the lens were a little dusty 


and only needed wiping off!”

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LITTLE over thirty years ago 

—in 1876—there was just one 

telephone, a scientific curiosity, 
that was exhibited at the Centennial 
Exhibition in Philadelphia. The judges 
were on the point of denying it a 
place when Dom Pedro, then the 
Emperor of Brazil; came in and en- 
tertained himself by experimenting 
with it. So it was put on the list, as 
it seemed likely to be amusing. Three 
years later the first telephone was 
used in New York City. Today one 
system has in the United States 
4,364,629 subscribers’ stations. The 
increase in the number of stations 
during the year 1908 was 525,629. 

There are about 900 independent 
telephone Companies that operate an 
aggregate of more than 3,500,000 in- 
struments. The capita] they have in- 
vested is approximately $350,000,000 
and their annual income, oughly, is 
about $105,000,000. The Middle West 
is the field where these independent 
companies have flourished mostly. 
There is in use in the United States 
at present practically one telephone to 
every ten persons, 

A vast amount of money is being 
spent each year in putting the wires 
underground. Tat means that no 
matter what happens in tne way of 
weather disturbances these subter- 
ranean lines will keep on working 
just the same. It will not be many 
years, in fact, when the day of in- 
terrupted communications on account 
of storms and broken poles will be a 
thing that one will need a good mem- 
ory .to recall...

There are 
903,000 miles of undefground wire

The saying that “Talk is cheap” 
originated before the days of the tele- 
phone. Last year the people of the 
United States paid $127,117,200 for 
their conversations over the lines of 
one company. When you come to cal- 
culate the amount and the value of 
the time savea  owever, the truth 
of the trite saying is more emphatic 
than ever. The daily average num- 
ber of calls in New York is 1,260,000. 
Nothing has done so much to make 
the telephone efficient as the contin- 
ual improvements in the switchboard. 
In an ordinary business man’s office 
it is a box two feet square. In one 
of the great central stations it is a 
huge affair, fifty or a hundred or 
more feet in length. It costs over 
$300,000. It comprises nearly two 
million parts, 4000 miles of wire and 
bas about 15,000 electric signal lamps. 
Little or big, there is at the back of 
every switchboard a seemingly con- 
fused web of twisted wires that ap- 
complicated beyond belief. Yet 

it is this mage of twisted wires and 
the years of inven and improve- 
ment that lie back OF them that have 
inade thé telephone what it is today. 








Seconds are the units of time in tele- 
phone operating. 

People are prompt about answering 
their phones. It takes the average 
persons just 101-2 seconds from the 
time his bell begins to chatter to 
grasp the receiver, put it to his ear 
and say “Well?” “Yes?” or “Hello!” 
It is quicker still to disconnect the 
lines after the conversation is over. 
That takes only 38-10 seconds. So, 
if all goes well, it requires just 31 1-2 
seconds on the average for a man to 
start talking after he has called out 
the number he wants. This is pretty 
quick work, but the telephone peopie 
say that it probably will be cut down 
ten, fifteen or twenty seconds in 
the next year or two. 

A great deal of experimenting is 
continually going on towards devis- 
ing an atitomatic switchboard so that 
each man can get his number with- 
out even speaking, but none of these
